morully and physically. Every reasen- 
able mind, be declared, should realize 
that God should be just and loving to- 
ward all His creatures. The thought 
of an angry. vindictive, torture-loving 
God should be rejected by every ca. 
tional mind as ungodlike, demoniacal. 
Doubtless this would have been so 
if it were not that misconceptions of 
the Divine character bave been im- 
pressed upon our minds from earliest 


: childhood. These misconceptions, call. 


ed “doctrines of devils," were often 
taught us by those whom we properly 


; loved and whore piety we reverenced, 


but who were themselves deceived. 

It is high time. the Pastor declared, 
that more reverential, more loving. the 
ological views were seen by mankind.

render to the Lord in response to the 
invitation. “I beseech you therefore, | 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacrt- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto Ged. which 
is your retsonable service.” 

Having thus done all in his power. 
he received the begetting of the Holy 
Spirit. not with outward demonstra- 
tion, but with inward grace and the;
